At 
least 20 persons were injured in ri- 
oting at Republic Steel corporations 
Corrigan-McKinney plant in Cleve- 
land; 11 were arrested.

broke through CIO picket lines. 


Tom Glowacki, 51-year-old picket, 


suffered critical injuries when he 
was run down by a car containing 
four men who tried to enter the 
plant. 


Two policemen were hurt. 
Some 1,000 strikers and sympa- 


thizers, witnesses said, 
massed 


around one of the approaches to 
the plant's main entrance. About 
100 policemen, many on horses and 
motorcycles, attempted to clear a 
path. 


At first only boos and catcalls 


came from the crowd, but as more 
cars carrying non-strikers passed 
through the line, rocks flew from 
the strikers, police said.

Washington—The Wisconsin dele- 


gation is preparing to light a pro- 
posal recently put before the house 
of representatives seeking to le- 
galize a diversion of water of 5,- 
000 cubic feet per second from Lake 
Michigan into the Chicago and Il- 
linois rivers. They see in it a pro- 
posal which they 
claim would be 


distinctly harmful to development 
of the Great Lakes-St. 
Lawrence 


Seaway. 


While the alleged purpose of the 


measure is to improve the naviga- 
bility of the Illinois Lake-to-Gulf 
waterway, Wisconsin 
members of 


the house declare there is no justi- 
fication for the bill and promise 
that it will be opened by all those 
who have for years been fighting 
for the seaway. 


Hits Sanitary District 


Representative George J. Schnei- 


der, only member from Wisconsin 
on the rivers and harbors commit- 
tee and an expert in that type of 
legislation as well as an ardent sup- 
porter of the seaway, has gone into 
the situation carefully, and blames 
the Chicago Sanitary District for 
the pending legislation. 


Action, started years ago in the 


federal courts to stop the unlawful 
diversion by the Chicago Sanitary 
District of the Lake Michigan wa- 
ters, had the 
support 
of public 


spirited citizens 
and officials of 


Wisconsin and other states. 


After more than 20 years of liti- 


gation, their efforts were success- 
ful. 
The supreme* court issued a 


decree limiting the diversion. The 
present diversion 
of 5,000 
cubic 


feet per second cannot continue af- 
ter Dec. 31, 1938, unless congress 
passes a bill to legalize it. After 
that date, unless such a bill be- 
comes law, the diversion will have 
to be reduced to 1,500 feet as de- 
creed by the supreme court in 1930. 
Before the decision of the court, di- 
version ran as high as 10,000 feet 
per second. 
The court held this 


must be reduced because- it was in- 
jurious to commerce and also ex- 
pensive to the government. 


Build Locks, Dams 


Construction of locks and dams 


on the Illinois river will be com- 
pleted by 1939, according to the ar- 
my engineers, who report that af- 
ter that date, a diversion of 1,500 
cubic feet will be ample for navi- 
gation. 


"Therefore," declared Schneider, 


"the claim that a diversion of 5,- 
000 cubic feet is necessary for pro- 
tection of the Illinois Waterway is 
entirely without foundation."

preme court, that before the 5th of 
February, the supreme court held 
the AAA unconstitutional, limiting 
the spending power, and that, after 
Feb. 5. through the Social Security 
act decision, the AAA ruling was 
reversed; that, before Feb. 5, the 
Guffey act was held unconstitution- 
al, but after Feb. 5. the Wagner act 
was held constitutional. He com- 
pleted the list with a reference to 
the fact that before Feb. 5 the court 
held the New York minimum wage 
law unconstitutional and then, after 
that date, reversed itself 
in the

This great, truth the seasoned

brought to the eyes of colleagues of Glass 
when he asserted that no one could ever 
accuse him of voting with one eye on his 
political future "because in all probability 
I will be dead before my, present term 
expires." 


Courts admit dying declarations be- 


cause, they argue, a man who knows he is 
about to draw the curtain and enter the 
dark chamber is very unlikely to leave 
this world with a falsehood on his lips.

All this is beneficial, of course. The

making a hole from nine inches to a 
foot wide. This hole is slanting at 
first, but when it is a few feet deep, 
it it likely to run off on a level.

The end of the tunnel is enlarged 


into a little room or "nest." Some- 
times, but not always, it is lined with 
dry grass. In this little room the 
young are born during early spring- 
There are from four to nine foxes in 
a litter, and they (have been com- 
pared to baby kittens. At first they 
arc small and weak, and their eyes 
arc shut. They make their first trip 
out of the hole when they are about 
a month old. 


If foxes can find woodchuck holes, 


they are likely to use them as dens, 
but they make the tunnels wider. 
Usually a fox den has two or three 
tunnels rising to the ground surface. 


The extra holes help them to a>r 
cape in time of danger.

Fox cubs arc quick to run in(o 


their dcus. but the older foxes seem 
to feel safer when away from their 
homes. While trying to Cicapc from 
hounds and hunters they seldom go 
underground, where they might be
